Talk of Charter Amendment to 
Put Back in Hands of Office 
Heads to Name Their Own 
Deputies. Many Have Bee. 


Politics have started to boi] for 
the 1918 county campaign, says the 
San Bernardino Sun. When J. B. 
Swisher tossed his hat into the ring 
for sheriff—as the first man out 
with an announcement—the brief 
lull in political discussion was snap- 
ped immediately, and the political 
bees are buzzing around at a lively 
rate. 

Nobody wants to make a definite 
announcement as yet, but many of 
them make it very plain that they 
will make announcements in the due 
course of time. 

The 1918 campaign will be the 
first free-for-all affair since 1910, for 
there was no county election in 
1914, for the reason the charter took 
away the right of the people to elect 
officials other than supervisors. 

Incidentally there is talk of an- 
other charter amendent to put back 
in the hands of the heads of officers 
the exclusive rights to name their 
deputies. At the present time the 
supervisors have the final say as to 
who will be deputies. 

But back to the jobs. 

There will be elected; three super- 
visors, one judge, clerk, sheriff, treas- 
urer, district attorney, assessor, au- 
ditor, superintendent of schools, 
county surveyor, and of course con- 
stables and justices of the peace all 
over the county. 

There is not much talk in the su- 
pervisorial campaigns extept in Su- 
pervisor Jeff Kincaid’s district. Mr. 
Kincaid is certain to be a candidate 
to succeeded himself. , eee fre- 
quently “talked of are: T;-n- Wood- 
bridge, of Upland, and'\,saac Bax- 
ter, of Upland. They Ro said 
anything definite. 

The clerk’s and sheriffs’ we are 
at the present time the most fre- 
quently mentioned, for the reason 
there have been few suggestions for 
other offices except the men who 
now hold them. 

Harry Allison is certain to be a 
candidate for county clerk. He only 
smiled when accused of it for pub- 
lication. It is known, however, that 
Allison has a host of friends who 
are talking of him for the place. Art 
S. Guthrie is figured in the advance 
talk on the probable announcements. 
He is now clerk of the board of su- 
pervisors. L. R. Patty, who holds 
the county clerk’s office, is to be a 
candidate. He has confided to close 
friends that he will conduct a rather 
unique campaign, merely announcing 
himself and stating he will not con- 
duct a red fire or expensive cam-} 
paign. 

For sheriff there are a number of 
certainties and quite a few possibili- 
ties. W. A. Shay, J. F. Sawyer of 
Upland, John Nish of San Bernar-. | 
dino, S. Horton of Mission, F. G.

Mr. Butler opened the program 
with a heavy organ number, the 
overture to Sakuntala, by Goldmark, 
in which he displayed his usual 
splendid musicianship. As the. lights 
went out during this unmber, the ar- 
tist was especially handicapped, but 
showed himself to be complete mas- 
ter of the situation by using his own 


suitable improvisations until the 
lights came on. Mr. Butler also 
played Pastorale Variee, by Mozart, 
and a Gluck number, which were 
performed with excellent judgment | 
and skill. 

Miss Haury’s performance also 
showed genuine artistry. Her inter- 


pretations betokened depth of insight 
and she excels especially in her ex- 
ecution of the dexterity passages. 
Her part of the program included 
numbers from Mozart, Liszt and 
Moszkowski. Especially interesting 
and brilliant were the two move- 
ments from Moszkowski’s Concerto 
in E major. 

Mr. Hopkins showed himself to be 
a musician of unusual power and un- 
derstanding, especially for one so 
young. His execution is characteriz- 
ed at times by remarkable power 
and virility, and again by an _ ex- 
quisite delicacy of touch. This was 
displayed both in the Blue Danube 
Waltz number by Schultz-Evler and 
in the Saint-Saens Concerto.

Concerning the Introduction of Natural Gas 


Natural Gas was turned into the pipes of the Ontario-Upland 
Gas Company Friday, August 31. This was an event that will prove 
of tremendous economic importance to the residents of the sister 
cities, as it will effect an annual savings for them which, in the ag- 
gregate, will represent an amount of no inconsiderable magnitude. 
Natural Gas and cheaper gas are synonymous. The use of Natural 
Gas is invariably followed by a reduction in the price of this indis 
pensable commodity, which has long ago graduated from the class 
luxuries to the class of absolute essentials, for heating, cooking and 
lighting. And our adoption of Natural Gas to replace the artificial 
is accompanied by a reduction of the price of this essential at a 
time when the price of other essentials is continually soaring. 


We believe that the citizens of Upland and Ontario will appre- 
ciate our efforts to give them cheaper and, at the same time, more 
efficient gas and will bear patiently with the slight inconveniences 
that they may experience during the process of transfer from the 
artificial to the natural variety. 


Adjustments Necessary 


Since turning on the new gas we have heard complaints from 
some of our customers, stating that their gas was not giving them 
proper service. We anticipated these complaints, because we real- 
ized that the Natural Gas would not burn in the same satisfactory 
manner as did the artificial gas, until adjustments of the burners 
were made. 


We are sending a corps of expert appliance men to every house 
where gas is used in the two cities. These experts are adjusting all 
appliances whether for heating, lighting or cooking, to conform to 
the requirements of Natural Gas. Twelve men started out Tuesday 
morning and are visiting each consumer as rapidly as is humanly 
possible. We would send out a larger corps of appliance adjusters 
if it were possible to secure their services, but the draft for the 
national army and the fact that there are few men competent to do 
this work, unemployed, makes it extremely difficult to get men. 
However, we are rushing this work to completion as rapidly as pos- 
sible under the circumstances, and within a few days any difficulties 
you may have experienced in burning Natural Gas will have been 
overcome. 


Be Patient, Please 


Until we are able to make the adjustments necessary to give 
satisfactory service from the new fuel, we appeal to the people of 
Upland and Ontario to be patient and bear as cheerfully and as tol- 
erantly as possible the inconvenience they may experience during 
the next few days. The gratification of smaller gas bills in future 
will far more than repay them for the slight inconvenience, invari- 
ably associated with such a radical change as that from artificial 
to Natural Gas. 


Gas users will probably notice that the Natural Gas gives a 
much higher flame than did the artificial fuel and that there is also 
a certain amount of smoke from that flame. Until the appliances 
can be adjusted properly, our consumers are urged to turn the fiame 
down. We also urge them to endure the slight smoking for a few 
days until the burners have been adjusted to meet the requirements 
of the Natural Gas. 


Ordinarily no charge whatever will be made for readjusting 
the gas burning appliances of our customers, but, if occasionally 
some exceptional work is required which demands payment, a bill 
will be rendered from this office. Under no consideration should 
money be paid to the men who do the adjusting. 


New Gas Rates 


Beginning September 1, the new sliding scale of rates goes into 
effect as follows: 


Domestic Rates 


First thousand cubic feet — . $1.25 net 
Next thousand cubic feet . . $1.10, 10% off 
Next three thousand cubic feet . 90c, 10% off 
Next fifteen thousand cubic feet . 7Oc, 10% off 
Next thirty thousand cubic feet . 50c, 10% off 
All over fifty thousand cubic feet . 40c, 10% off 
Discounts apply if paid before 15th of the month 


Industrial Rates 


First fifty thousand cubic feet —.. 40c 
Next hundred and fifty thousand cubic feet  30c 
Next three hundred thousand cubic feet . 25c 
All over five hundred thousand cubic feet . 20c 


More Efficient Gas

and Ontario, they do not represent the actual saving in the price of 
gas effected by the adoption of ‘Natural Gas. Even if the rate for 
the new fuel were to remain the same as for the old product, your 
gas bills would be about 40 per cent lower than formerly, for the 
reason that Natural Gas is much more efficient than artificial gas.

S. Fillman, hailing from Los An- 
geles, stationed at the Italian win- 
ery; F. W. Monroe, of Los Angeles, 
at the Cucamonga Vintage company, 
on Eighth street; E. F. Leet, from 
Ontario, and Mark Howell, from El 
Paso, Texas, at the Mission winery, 
on the state highway.
